Homes destroyed in fatal 
explosion, cause unknown

A massive explosion 
rocked a north Edmonton 
neighbourhood yesterday 
afternoon, destroying a 
number of homes, accord¬ 
ing to witnesses. 

It was an otherwise quiet 
Sunday afternoon in the 
north side community 
around 179 Avenue and 91 
Street when at about 1 p.m. 
Bany Guyon felt his house 
shake. 

“We thought it was a 
plane crash because of all 
the cop cars,” he said. “It 
shook our house. It’s pretty 
tragic.” 

Guyon and his wife 
jumped in their car to see 
what was happening and 
were floored when they saw 
the destruction. 

“The back of the house 
was completely gone,” he 
said. “And about 14 others 
were badly damaged.” 

When Josh Legault saw 
all the emergency vehicles 
racing down 91 Street to¬ 
ward the explosion, he 
grabbed his camera and 


went to see what was hap¬ 
pening. 

“There were a lot of peo¬ 
ple, some smoke, and one 
of the houses was still burn¬ 
ing,” said the 21-year-old. 
“There were small explo¬ 
sions and debris on the 
streets.” 

Legault said he arrived on 
scene about 20 minutes af¬ 
ter the explosion and when 
he got there police were al¬ 
ready evacuating the area. 

“There was damage to 
the houses beside and 
across the street,” he said. 
“The windows were blown 
out from the explosion and 
there was wood in people’s 
roofs. It looked pretty in¬ 
tense.” 

Fire rescue services said 
at least three people were 
dead as of press time, 70 
were displaced and several 
suffered injuries in the 
blast. 

“So far a total count of 15 
houses were damaged from 
windows out, to flying de¬ 
bris,” district fire Chief 
Robert D’Aoust said. 

“No word about whether 
this is linked to criminal ac¬ 
tivity.”

The report released yes¬ 
terday says the OECD and 
Group of Eight countries 
are $10 billion behind the 
five-year, $50-billion in¬ 
crease they promised at 
their 2005 summit in Scot¬ 
land. The document pre¬ 
pared by the Foreign Affairs 
Department prior to this 
week’s Ontario summits 
says some G8 members — 
like Canada — are meeting 
or surpassing their goals, 
but it says others are not. 

There has been signifi¬ 
cant progress in some ar¬ 
eas, it finds, but it says 
there are still problems in 
key areas like disease pre¬ 
vention, water and sanita¬ 
tion, and maternal and 
child mortality. 


“Universal access targets 
with respect to HIV/AIDS 
will not be met by 2010 and 
many developing countries 
... remain off-track to 
achieve the health-related 
(goals),” it says. “The (goals) 
on child mortality and ma¬ 
ternal health are proving 
the toughest area in which 
to make progress.” 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has made maternal 
and child health a signa¬ 
ture element of this year’s 
G8 in Huntsville. 

But while sources say 
Canada has put $1 billion 
on the table, other cash- 
strapped governments ap¬ 
pear less willing to ante-up.

Arctic town adapts to melting permafrost

climate An Arctic communi¬ 
ty that has seen its fire hall 
sink and roads buckle in 
the melting permafrost is 
now shifting future build¬ 
ing projects away from 
town. 

The effect of vanishing 
permafrost — soil normally 
frozen year round — is now 
being felt across Canada’s 
North, and the Quebec vil¬ 
lage of Salluit is just one of 
many Arctic towns trying to 
adapt to an increasingly 
warmer climate. 

Rising temperatures are 
being blamed for natural 
disturbances in the North, 
such as the rapidly eroding 


coastline of Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.W.T., and unprecedented 
floods that knocked out 
two bridges in Pangnir- 
tung, Nunavut. 

Salluit even considered 
relocating the whole 
town. One of Quebec’s 
northernmost communi¬ 
ties, Salluit saw its local 
fire station sink a year af¬ 
ter it opened. 

Following two years of 
scientific studies, experts 
have concluded the village 
can stay put. Most homes 
sit on stilts that will have 
to be adjusted annually to 
reduce warping.

Snoops poke 
into tax files 

Canada Revenue Agency 
forced to reveal breaches 


Dozens of workers at 
Canada's tax agency have 
been caught snooping on 
their ex-spouses, mothers- 
in-law, creditors and oth¬ 
ers by reading 
confidential tax files. 

Internal reports at the 
Canada Revenue Agency 
show that rogue employ¬ 
ees are improperly review¬ 
ing the private financial af¬ 
fairs of taxpayers without 
their knowledge. 

And some are using 
agency computers to give 
favoured treatment to col¬ 
leagues, friends, family — 
and themselves. 

Documents outlining 
the forbidden invasions in¬ 
to private tax data were ob¬ 
tained under the Access to 
Information Act. 

In one case, a worker 
was found to have inspect¬ 
ed his spouse’s tax infor¬ 
mation 69 times without 
permission. 

In another case, “(an em¬ 
ployee) accessed her own 
tax information and the 
tax information (of) 13 rel¬ 
atives.... She provided pref¬ 
erential treatment to col¬ 
leagues, relatives and ac¬ 
quaintances.” 

Agency gumshoes then 
stumbled on a secret cell 
of snoopers in the same lo¬ 
cation. “The investigation 
also determined that 13 
other employees of the 
same office made unautho¬ 
rized accesses to taxpayer 
information.” 

The documents show 
that ex-spouses are some- 


Privacy invasion 

In one egregious breach 
last October, a woman ac¬ 
cessed 37,500 emails and 
776 documents containing 
confidential financial infor¬ 
mation about ordinary 
Canadians. She down¬ 
loaded the files onto 17 
compact discs for her per¬ 
sonal use, inexplicably 
helped by agency techni¬ 
cians. 

times targeted, for reasons 
not made clear in the heav¬ 
ily-censored material from 
September and October 
last year. Some workers 
who were caught claimed 
they were simply helping 
relatives file their income- 
tax forms. 

Agency records for 2008- 
09 show there were 29 cas¬ 
es in which workers were 
caught without authoriza¬ 
tion, about the annual av¬ 
erage for the past five 
years. A spokesperson for 
the agency said the num¬ 
ber of breaches is relative¬ 
ly small, given there are 
more than 40,000 employ¬ 
ees. 

Noel Carisse said taxpay¬ 
ers are not always in¬ 
formed when workers im¬ 
properly access files be¬ 
cause the breach may be 
judged too minor. But tax¬ 
payers whose information 
is improperly disclosed to 
third parties are almost al¬ 
ways alerted.

Belgium A spectacular re¬ 
enactment of the battle of 
Waterloo was staged on 
the same historic grounds 
in Belgium yesterday, 
although the actual 
conflict took place on 
June 18,1815, also a Sun¬ 
day. 

The decisive battle hap¬ 
pened in Europe, but it 
left a permanent mark on 
this country. 

A number of communi¬ 
ties in Canada can trace 
their names back to that 
day 195 years ago, when 
Napoleon was finally 
defeated. 

In Ontario, a regional 
municipality, a city and a 
university all go by the 
name Waterloo. 

The victorious Arthur 
Wellesley, Duke of Welling¬ 
ton, is remembered 
through the names of such 
Ontario communities as 
Arthur and Wellesley. An 
Ontario county and a 
village are called Welling¬ 
ton. Numerous municipali¬ 
ties throughout Canada 
have streets names reflect¬ 
ing some aspect of the bat¬ 
tle. 

Several other Waterloo 
veterans are commemorat¬ 
ed geographically in Cana¬ 
da; for instance, Waterloo 
veteran Charles Lennox, 
Duke of Richmond. There 
is a Richmond and a Rich¬ 
mond Hill in Ontario as 
well as a Richmond in 
Prince Edward Island and 
Quebec. A couple places 
are known as Lennoxville. 

The Duke of 
Richmond’s son-in-law, 
Major-General Sir 
Peregrine Maitland, com¬ 
manded the 1st Infantiy 
Brigade at Waterloo. He 
was appointed lieutenant- 
governor of Upper Canada 
in 1818, then lieutenant- 
governor of Nova Scotia in 
1828, serving in that 
capacity until 1834. Com¬ 
munities in Ontario and 
Nova Scotia are named af¬ 
ter him.

The wet, wet West 


People in soggy low-lying 
areas of Medicine Hat 
started pumping out base¬ 
ments and taking stock of 
flood damage yesterday, 
but officials warned a 
downpour overnight 
could leave them 
waterlogged all over 
again. 

Police Chief Andy Mc- 
Grogan said about 40-50 
millimetres of rain would 
likely fall by morning, fol¬ 
lowing the same pattern 
that caused the flooding 
in the first place and 
pushing already swollen 
creeks back up to the 
same high levels. 

“We’re anticipating 
more of the same type of 
problems,” he said, 
adding that the voluntary 
evacuations of 600 homes 
would remain until after 
the deluge.

He had been pumping 
water from his basement 
since being woken up by 
police at 4 a.m. Saturday, 
but said the moisture was 
still seeping in. 


His basement was “a 
sopping mess (with) a lit¬ 
tle bit of mud floating 
around on top,” and he 
hadn’t even been able to 
get in to see if anything 
could be salvaged. 

He said he and his wife 
weren’t well enough to 
keep up the fight, adding 
his whole body ached 
from lugging heavy hoses 
around all day. 

“There’s nothing we 
can do. We just have to 
wait and see what’s going 
on,” he said. “There’s no 
way they’ll be able to con¬ 
tain it, so it’s just going to 
go where it goes.” 

Police said while none 
of the evacuations were 
mandatory, 44 families 
came to the city for emer¬ 
gency shelter. They said 
those in the part of the 
city most devastated were 
all out overnight. 

Jack Clark said his next- 
door neighbour’s house in 
the area of the city known 
as the Flats was severely 
damaged while she was 
out of town. 

He rushed over to carry 
out what he could, haul¬ 
ing books and papers up¬ 
stairs, but was unable to 


lift a television and exer¬ 
cise equipment before the 
water rose to the ceiling. 

“It was running in the 
side door,” he said, “ft 
sounded like Niagara Falls 
... Unreal.” 

The neighbour returned 
home Sunday morning to 
find the floor of her bed¬ 
room covered in muck 
and everything else un¬ 
derwater. 

“She just started crying. 
What could she say?” 

Up to 150 millimetres 
of rain has fallen in sever¬ 
al regions on the Prairies, 
turning fields into lakes 
and ruining houses. 

The Trans-Canada High¬ 
way east of Medicine Hat 
was closed across the 
Saskatchewan boundary 
for the weekend after be¬ 
ing completely inundated, 
and looked unlikely to 
open in the short-term.

Canadian helps crack alleged Ponzi scheme

Vedant Rajput is widely 
credited with helping to 
untangle India’s largest- 
known Ponzi scheme. 

Over the past decade, 53- 
year-old Sayed Mohamed 
Masood tricked more than 
200,000 victims out of $250 
million US, police allege. 

In India, the wheels of 
justice are not known for 
rhythmic efficiency. Police 
routinely refuse to register 
criminal complaints and 
even when a case is 
opened, it’s anyone’s guess 
how long it could take to 
wind its way through the 
courts. 

Predictably, when City 
Limouzine’s cheques began 
bouncing last August, 
many were resigned that 
their savings were gone. 

Mississauga’s Rajput, on 
the other hand, became a 
one-man army. 

He organized rallies in 
Mumbai that attracted as 
many as 15,000 investors 


— becoming a celebrity 
thanks to local TV and 
newspaper coverage — and 
created and distributed 
complaint forms for in¬ 


vestors to submit to police. 
He unwound City 
Limouzines’ corporate 
structure, explaining its 
cash flow to police. 


Rajput has tracked down 
real estate that could be 
used to help repay claims 
to investors, and has hunt¬ 
ed down three of the com¬ 


pany’s senior directors, in¬ 
cluding Masood himself. 

“Vedant is a saviour,” said

Israel eases blockade 
on Gaza-bound goods

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Adding some life to LRT stations 



- arly last year, I 

asked a couple city 
- councillors if any¬ 
thing was ever go- 

_ ing to be done with 

the boarded-up retail spaces 
located in the Bay, Corona, 
and Central LRT stations. 
There are almost a dozen 


retail spaces in these sta¬ 
tions that have sat vacant 
for more than 30 years. 

Apparently, I wasn’t the 
only one curious about the 
possibility of opening up 
shop in an LRT station. 

Coun. Don Iveson told me 
that around the same time, 
for example, the people in 
charge of the Downtown 
Farmers’ Market asked 
whether the concourse of 
Bay Station could be used as 
a sheltered location for the 
market during the winter. 

Unfortunately, the logis¬ 
tics of an underground 
farmers’ market didn’t 


quite work out but the pos¬ 
sibility of opening up the 
LRT station retail spaces 
looks to final¬ 
ly be in the 
cards. 

This spring, 
spurred on by 
higher LRT 
ridership and 
curious folks 
like myself, 
the city sent 
out a request 
for informa¬ 
tion in order to gauge busi¬ 
ness interest for under¬ 
ground retail spaces. Sever¬ 
al interested parties came 


forward and, as a result, the 
city will be issuing a request 
for proposals at the end of 
the month. 

“A tender 
will go out to 
the public in 
various me¬ 
dia, and inter¬ 
ested individ¬ 
uals will have 
an opportuni¬ 
ty to put their 
proposals to¬ 
gether,” said 
Troy Shewchulc, a strategic 
planning officer with ETS. 

“What we’re hoping for is 
that, by the end of July, we 


will have a concrete list of 
vendors who want to open 
a business down there ... 
that we will then select 
from based on a predeter¬ 
mined list of criteria.” 

If all the retail spaces 
aren’t filled, the city may 
consider the idea of using 
the spaces for ETS or mu¬ 
nicipal government offices. 

“We haven’t had any de¬ 
partments ask about it yet, 
but that’s something that 
we’re open to looking at as 
well,” Shewchulc said. 
“Right now, however, it 
looks like there is external 
business interest.” 


Coffee and sandwich 
shops, shoe repair shops, 
and newspaper stands are 
just some of the ideas that 
have been floated around so 
far, but Shewchulc added 
the city is open to a wide va¬ 
riety of ideas. 

Done right, finally open¬ 
ing up these retail spaces 
can only be a good thing: 
Putting a little more money 
in city coffers every month 
and infusing these stations 
with welcome bits of life.

World Cup kindles quirky allegiances 


In India, World Cup fever 
has fuelled a rivalry be¬ 
tween rickshaw drivers. 

Revenge-minded Ser¬ 
bians are backing the 
Americans — in hopes of a 
chance to beat them in 
Round 2. In Haiti, pro-Brazil 
passion helps chase away 
the post-earthquake blues. 

No other sporting event 
stirs up such a surge of 
emotion around the globe 
as the World Cup. It’s not a 
simple matter of support¬ 
ing one’s home-country 
team — all sorts of subplots 
arise, and some of the most 
zealous fans can be found 
in countries with no team 
of their own in the field. 

India, for example, has 


never played a World Cup 
match. Yet international 
soccer has a huge following 
in the planet’s second-most 
populous country, and by 
some measures — includ¬ 
ing prominence on cable 
TV — the tournament over¬ 
shadowed this weekend’s 
Asia Cup cricket match 
with rival Pakistan. 

In India’s southern state 
of Kerala, fans have been 
staying up late to watch 
World Cup telecasts, and 
two motorized rickshaw 
drivers have painted their 
vehicles in the colours of 
their favourite teams, Brazil 
and Argentina, to attract 
like-minded customers. 

“I think Brazil has more 


supporters than Argentina, 
at least in Kerala,” said a 
gleeful Mohammed Ali, 
whose rickshaw is now yel¬ 
low with green highlights. 
He’s threatened to set his 
vehicle on fire if the Brazil¬ 
ians fail to win their sixth 
title. 

Brazil and Argentina also 
are the teams of choice in 
neighbouring, impover¬ 
ished Bangladesh, with 
flags of the two South 
American nations flying 
from rooftops and treetops. 
When a power outage in¬ 
terrupted a telecast of the 
Argentina-Nigeria match in 
the capital city of Dhaka, 
angry fans by the hundreds 
smashed vehicles. 


One of Dhaka’s top uni¬ 
versities closed indefinitely 
yesterday after students 
clashed over whether to 
cancel classes to watch the 
World Cup. Fervent fans de¬ 
manded an early summer 
vacation so they could 
watch more matches. At 
least five injuries were re¬ 
ported when they clashed 
with other students who 
wanted classes to continue. 

In Haiti, Argentina is an 
afterthought. Brazilians 
who visit the earthquake- 
wracked country say 
Haitians may be more pas¬ 
sionate about the Selecao 
than the South Americans 
themselves.

The electric car is not dead 
after all. Several big auto

This much-desired con¬ 
cept is being improved by 
the day, and concerns once 
seen as all-but- 
insurmountable are melt¬ 
ing away.

Many drivers want to 
drive cleaner vehicles, but 
are worried electric cars 
simply cannot travel far 
enough to meet their 
needs.

The Nissan 
Leaf — an all¬

The maintenance on 
this vehicle is diminished 
greatly, because there’s 
not many fluids to deal 
with. The battery is a self- 
contained unit, so there’s 
not a lot of open-heart sur¬ 
gery going on here.” 

The Leaf’s Canadian 
price has not yet been de¬ 
termined, but the car sells 


for $32,700 in the United 
States. McDade notes that 
both Ontario and Quebec 
have already announced 
up to $10,000 in incentives 
for drivers who want to 
purchase electric cars. 

“The more that people 
buy them, the more the 
price goes down,” Jones 


adds. “We’ve sold more 
than 2.5 million hybrid ve¬ 
hicles worldwide. A lot of 
that technology will go in¬ 
to our plug-in and battery- 
electric hybrid vehicles. 
Our focus right now is to 
be able to sell it at a price 
where people will adopt 
them on a mass scale.”

Whether you’re heading to 
the cottage, planning a 
bike trip or staying home 
and exploring your city, 
you’ll likely be spending 
more time in the sun come 
summer. 

This means planning 
ahead and arming yourself 
with proper protection from 
the sun’s harmful ultravio¬ 
let rays. Here are a few tips: 

Pack or stock up on sun¬ 
screen. An average adult 
needs about 2 tablespoons 
to cover the body. Since a 
300 ml bottle has about 8-10 
applications, every adult 
will need one bottle for a 10- 
day trip, says dermatologist 
Dr. Gordon Searles, of Ed¬ 
monton. 

Don’t forget sunglasses 
and hats — preferably ones 
that cover the back of the 
neck. Check out other sun 
protective gear, too. “These 
hats, bathing suits and other 
summer clothes are quite 
fashionable and widely 


available,” says Dr. Searles. If 
that’s not feasible, pack 
tightly woven clothes. 

Remember to pack mois¬ 
turizer to keep your skin hy¬ 
drated while out in the sun 
— even better if it has an 
SPF rating. 

Even if you’re snorkeling, 
you’ll need water-proof pro¬ 
tection. “The sun’s rays can 
penetrate up to 6 feet of wa¬ 
ter,” warns Dr. Searles. 

Put sunscreen on 20-30 
minutes before heading to 
the beach, boat, pool or 
trail. Apply it to your arms, 
legs, chest and face. Remem¬ 
ber your feet, ears, hands 
and lips. “People often for¬ 
get about their scalp,” says 
Dr. Searles. “If you get wet, 
your hair separates and your 
part gets wider and that’s an 
area that doesn’t typically 
see a lot of sun, so you can 
get quite an unpleasant sun¬ 
burn.” Reapply the sun¬ 
screen eveiy 1-2 hours.

Summer beauty is easy to 
achieve-all it takes is a 
few simple steps. 

Cleanse 

Increased exposure 
to sun, water and air 
conditioning all work to¬ 
ward dehydrating your 
skin, says aesthetician Gio- 
vanna Manchisi, senior 
manager of spa services at 
Toronto’s Elmwood Spa. 
She suggests choosing a hy¬ 
drating cleanser that re¬ 
moves all the skin impuri¬ 
ties and leaves no residue. 

Exfoliate 

Manchisi suggests 
exfoliating twice a 
week after using cleanser 
because sun, sand and sun¬ 
screen contribute to dead 
skin cell build-up. 

The caveat, says Dr 
Frances Jang, dermatolo¬ 
gist and owner of Vancou¬ 
ver’s Skinworks, is to 
make sure the exfoliant is 
matched to your skin. 


Light fair skin, for exam¬ 
ple, might be too delicate 
for a granular scrub, but 
oily skin with clogged 
pores is fine for it. 

Mechanical exfoliants — 
grains and loofahs — should 
be used with care with cer¬ 
tain skins, since abrasions 
can leave the skin open to 
hyper-pigmentation (dark 
spots) from sun. 

Tone 

Toners are often an 
overlooked part of 
the system. But, says Man¬ 
chisi, they are actually a 
key component in calming 
skin and closing pores. The 
ones that contain witch 
hazel are good for the skin. 
Steer clear of any that con¬ 
tain alcohol, she says, be¬ 
cause it can strip the skin 
of its natural oil. 

Moisturize 

Always finish with a 
moisturizer that is 
lighter than your rich win¬ 


ter cream. Without mois¬ 
turizer, the skin produces se¬ 
bum, which creates a greasy 
layer that can clog pores. 
And when summer heat de¬ 
hydrates the skin, you lose 
the natural glow too. 

Antioxidants 

Exfoliant products 
that contain antioxi¬ 
dants, such as vitamins A, 
C, E, or AHA (alphahy- 
droxy), lactic acid and 
retin-A, may help protect 
against sun damage and 
aging. As Dr. Jang explains, 
“UV damage creates free 
radicals on skin and they 
in turn create the sun dam¬ 
age. You can neutralize 
these free radicals with an¬ 
tioxidants such as vita¬ 
mins E and C.” 

Vitamin A in the form of 
retin-A may help build up 
new collagen. Speak to a 
skin expert for more infor¬ 
mation — this product 
may irritate sensitive skin.

hydrate When Patricia 
Chuey’s son was five years 
old, he caught a frog — 
and then forgot about it. 
The poor thing shriveled 
up and died, but it provid¬ 
ed an opportunity for the 
B.C.-based consulting di¬ 
etician to have a chat with 
her boy about the need for 
hydration. The frog was 
an apt illustration of why 
our skin, like eveiy part of 
our body, requires water. 

You may prefer to think 
of grapes and raisins, but 
the fact remains, we all 
need water, especially in 
the coming hot months. 
How much? 

The general rule, Chuey 
says, is one millilitre of 
water per calorie con¬ 
sumed... if you eat a typi¬ 
cal 2,000 calories per day, 
that would add up to 
about two litres or eight 
glasses ofwateraday. 

It doesn’t have to be wa¬ 
ter — milk, fruit juice, 
even tea and coffee will do 
(as long as they aren’t su¬ 
per strong). Wateiy fruits, 
veggies and soup also con¬ 
tribute. 

During exercise, she rec¬ 
ommends drinking about 
a quarter cup of water 
eveiy 15 to 20 minutes. 

By the time you feel 
thirsty it’s too late, says 
Chuey. You are already in 
the early stages of dehy¬ 
dration.

Fuss-free summer hair trends 



Simple strategies that really work 


Want a warm weather 
coif that looks great? Here 
are tips for simple styles, 
frizz-fighters and UV 
screens. 

"The number one trend 
for summer is natural hair, 
letting hair dry naturally in 
sculpted styles," says Alain 
Larivee, stylist and co-own¬ 
er of CAJH Maitres Coif¬ 
feurs in Montreal. 

Start with a shampoo 
and conditioner for your 
hair type, says Larivee. Ap¬ 
ply a curl-enhancing cream 
or anti-frizz serum imme¬ 
diately after the shower 
(skip the towel-turban step 
— it causes frizz). "Work 
the product through from 
the top to the ends, and 
work hair into shape while 
it's wet," he advises. 

To keep hair back from 
the face, Larivee suggests 
braids and loose chignons 
as hot hot-weather styles. 
Try working the casual side 
braid, which hit big after 
Alexander Wang's Spring/ 
Summer 2010 show; twist 
it into a little side bun if 
you want to get it off your 
neck. Get easy how-to tips 
and videos via Google. 

If you're not in a braidy 
mood, a simple clean pony¬ 


tail is a classic keep-cool 
do, especially for naturally 
straight hair. Greg May, 
owner of Greg May Hair Ar¬ 
chitects in Toronto, likes 
the sophistication of a low 
ponytail fastened at the 
nape of the neck. Go for a 
high ponytail for a 
younger look; follow the 
line of your jaw for opti¬ 
mal placement. 

For added frizz control, 


consider a glaze treatment, 
which will crank up shine 
and help keep the cuticle 
smoother through several 
shampoos. May uses a soy- 
protein based demi-perma- 
nent shine formula in his 
salon, which replaces lost 
amino acids and comes in 
tinted versions to boost 
colour intensity. Clear de- 
mi-permanent DIY glazes 
are also available at the 
drugstore. 

When it comes to sun ex¬ 
posure, many salon and 
drugstore products offer 


built-in UV protection, 
(which also helps prevent 
colour fading) and they say 
so on their labels. May also 
highlights Argan oil, 
which is available in drug¬ 
stores and salons, as a pro¬ 
tective agent. "Ferulic acid 
is part of its composition 
— it has high antioxidant 
properties to fight UV 
rays," he explains. 

Mario Verrilli of Onare 


Salon in Mississauga says 
to risk sun exposure only 
in small doses. "If you have 
colour-treated hair, a hat is 
the best protection." 

If you're a pool - or 
beach - bunny, minimize 
damage by wetting your 
hair before jumping in. 
"Hair can absorb only so 
much water," he says. 
"Lightly coating hair with a 
cream conditioner — 
preferably a biodegrade- 
able one —before entering 
the water will also help."

Humidex high? Here's how to fight back 



tips “Humidity causes in¬ 
creased sweat and oil, 
causing follicles and pores 
to clog,” says Laura 
Kingston, an esthetics in¬ 
structor at Concepts 
School of Cosmetology in 
Halifax. Common areas af¬ 
fected are the face, neck, 
back, chest and feet. 
Shower every day, but 
“avoid harsh, drying prod¬ 
ucts like soap and astrin¬ 
gent,” says Kingston. Here 
are her recommendations 
for treating the following 
humidity-induced skin is¬ 


sues at home (for persist¬ 
ent problems, consult a 
doctor, dermatologist or 
pharmacist). 

Acne 

This can flare up on hu¬ 
mid days. To prevent 
breakouts, use a facial 
cleanser that doesn’t 
make skin feel dry, tight 
or sore; exfoliate with a 
product containing alpha 
hydroxyl acid (AHA) or one 
that’s acid-based; use a 
gentle toner such as witch 
hazel; and apply a light 


moisturizer. Put on sun¬ 
screen last, but before 
makeup. 

Fungal infections 

Apply an antifungal foot 
cream to athlete’s foot and 
put tea tree oil on affected 
toenails, which will be 
thick and yellow. 

Bacterial infections 

These can present as 
colourless patches of skin 
on the chest, shoulders 
and back. Use a dandruff 
shampoo as a body wash, 


says Kingston, or dab it 
straight onto dry skin. 

Heat rashes 

They can appear any¬ 
where, from around the 
nose and mouth to the 
groin and underarms. To 
relieve redness and itchi¬ 
ness, apply pure aloe vera 
gel, witch hazel or a paste 
of oatmeal and water. 

Help your hairdo 

According to Debbie 
LeFort, a master hair¬ 
styling instructor at Con¬ 


cepts, humidity makes 
straight hair limp and 
curly hair frizzy. “Regard¬ 
less of hair type, if you 
want to hold your style, 
don’t touch your hair after 
you’ve sprayed it,” says 
LeFort. 

Straight hair 

Use a volumizing shampoo 
and conditioner, work in 
mousse from the end of 
the hair shaft to the root. 


Diy, style and finish with a 
spray that says “anti-hu¬ 
midity” or “anti-humec- 
tant” on the bottle. 

Curly hair 

Use a moisture-balanced 
shampoo, then follow the 
same steps for straight 
hair. (On really humid 
days, you might have to 
give in and embrace the 
volume.)

Tips for summer naiis 


Manicures and pedicures 
are an important part of 
your beauty regime, espe¬ 
cially during the summer. 
Here’s how to keep your 
hands and feet looking 
their warm-weather best! 

Polish up 

A common do-it-yourself 
manicure instruction is to 
apply polish in just three 
strokes, one down the mid¬ 
dle of the nail and one on 
each side. But if you watch 
a pro, the moves are a little 
different. Rita Remark of 
Toronto's Tips Nail Bar and 
Spa offers this advice: 

• As you withdraw the 
brush from the bottle, 
drag one side against the 
lip to keep polish to one 
side of the bristles. "Don't 
be afraid to have plenty of 
product, as it glides easier 
and prevents streaking." 

• Set the brush — polish 
down-on the nail one-quar¬ 
ter of the way down from 
the cuticle. Slowly push it 
up, and before the polish 
actually touches the cuti¬ 
cle, sweep down to the tip. 
Without re-dipping, dis¬ 
tribute polish evenly with 
another stroke or two. "Es¬ 
pecially when applying 
light shades, fewer 
strokes are better. The 
more you brush, the > 
more you streak." 

Chip tips 

Whether you've 
done your own 
polish or had 
a profession¬ 
al job, "after 
a couple of 
days, fresh¬ 
en up the 
top coat, 
making sure 
to glide right 
to the ends," 
says Remark. 

"This will re¬ 
store shine and 
give polish a 
fighting chance 
against chipping." 

If you do get a little 
chip, file the nail 
length down lightly to 
minimize or eliminate 
the chipped bit, then ap¬ 


ply another layer of top 
coat. 

Another type of salon 
manicure and pedicure, in¬ 
volving "soak-off" gel, is 
rapidly gaining popularity; 
results can last two weeks 
or longer without chip¬ 
ping. Designed for natural 
nails, formulas such as OPI 
Axxium Gel and CND Shel¬ 
lac (a gel-polish hybrid) de¬ 
liver a thinner, more flexi¬ 
ble finish than traditional 
gel. Each layer is UV-cured 
— so there's zero drying 
time. Removal requires a 
salon appointment to soak 
nails in acetone and gently 
flake the gel off. 

Daily TLC 

Maria Cristina Faccio, own¬ 
er of Ritual Tanning Salon 
& Nail Bar in downtown 
Toronto, recommends 
keeping cuticles soft by ap¬ 
plying cuticle oil every 
night before bed. 

Also, SPF on hands is a 
must "to prevent age spots 
and aged skin," she says. 
(Wipe nails immediately 
post application; sun¬ 
screen can mar the shiny 
polish finish.) 

And don't forget your 
poor feet, constantly ex¬ 
posed in warm 
weather. "Slather 
them in moistur¬ 
izer and sleep in 
breathable cot¬ 
ton socks," Fac- 
. cio says.

McDowell steadies 
as stars fade away 

First European to win U.S. Open in 40 years 


In a U.S. Open with golfs 
biggest stars on the 
leaderboard, it was 
Graeme McDowell who 
played like one. 

McDowell seized control 
after a shocking collapse 
by Dustin Johnson, then 
failed to get flustered with 
Tiger Woods, Phil Mickel- 
son and Ernie Els lined up 
behind him. The 30-year- 
old from Northern Ireland 
wasn’t perfect, but he was 
good enough. 

He closed with a 3-over 
74 to become the first Eu¬ 
ropean in 40 years to cap¬ 
ture the U.S. Open, getting 
an embrace on the 18th 
green from his father. 

“You’re something, kid,” 
Kenny McDowell said, 
speaking for thousands 
who watched this unlikely 
Open unfold along the Pa¬ 


cific coastline. 

It was a final round no 
one expected. 

Johnson took a triple bo¬ 
gey on the second hole to 
lose all of his three-shot 
lead, and a double bogey 
on the next hole ended his 
hopes. Three of the biggest 
stars of this generation 
were right there, ready to 
continue the lineage of 
great champions at Pebble 
Beach, only to play far be¬ 
low their expectations. 

McDowell made only 
one birdie — an eight-foot 
birdie putt on the fifth 
hole — and his final round 
was the highest score by a 
U.S. Open champion since 
Andy North in 1985. 

No matter. It added up to 
a one-shot victory over an¬ 
other surprise contender, 
Gregory Havret of France, 


who shot 72. 

“I can’t believe I’m 
standing with this right 
now,” McDowell said, pos¬ 
ing with silver trophy. “It’s 
a dream come true. I’ve 
been dreaming it all my 
life. Two putts to win the 
U.S. Open. Can’t believe it 
happened.” 

Woods couldn’t believe 
it, either. 

Poised to end six months 
of bad publicity over a 
shattered personal life, he 
bogeyed five of his first 10 
holes and took himself out 
of contention with a 75. 

Els and Miclcelson hung 
around a little longer, and 
both had opportunities, 
but neither could capital¬ 
ize.

obb Thalc loved 
art and reading 
histoiy and fanta¬ 
sy books growing 
up. “As soon as I 
realized blacksmiths made 
all the armour, I knew 
that’s what I wanted to 
do.” 

As a teen, he discovered 
that one of the top black¬ 
smiths in southern On¬ 
tario lived down the road, 
and he offered classes: 
Thalc took one and built 
himself a forge at home to 
practise. 

Thalc, who’s now 41, 
kept asking if he could 
work in the shop. He 
asked about four times be¬ 
fore the blacksmith caved 
in and let him start sweep¬ 
ing floors for $5 an hour. 

Over the next four years, 
Thalc got his basic training 
as a blacksmith. He mar¬ 
ried young and had kids, 
and those were “lean 
years,” he recalls. 
So he quit to sell insurance. 

That did not work out. 
After a year, he got a night 
job at a factory and did 
blacksmith work by day at 
the shop he’d set up on his 
parents’ farm. 

For six years, he honed 
his craft and built up a rep¬ 
utation. “These are not 
skills you learn over six 
months. It takes several 
years to get the hand-eye- 
coordination and the larg¬

er design and proportions 
right.” 

Finally, he was able to 
quit and rent his own 
shop. A few years later, he 
began sharing space with 
his father-in-law, who ran 
an auto repair shop in 
Floridale, a tiny village 
near Thalc’s home in Elmi¬ 
ra. Eventually, his father- 
in-law moved to another 
location and Thak bought 
the building. 

Now, Thak works from 6 
a.m. until 5 p.m. six days a 
week. He takes Sunday off 
to be with his family (who 
also often help out in the 
shop). 

Thak makes metal cre¬ 


ations — mostly using 
steel, but sometimes cop¬ 
per and brass — ranging 
from small doorknockers 
to large, elaborate railings 
that sell for around 
$30,000. 

His tools include a forge, 
which is a small and very 
hot furnace, a hammer 
and an anvil (yup, the 
thing Wile E. Coyote used 
on the Road Runner). 

He heats up a piece of 
steel to around 2,000 F, 
which makes it as mould- 
able as clay. He has about a 
minute to use his hammer 
to shape it. Then it’s back 
into the forge, and more 
hammering.

Time after time, Cyndi 
Lauper finds a way to stay 
in the public eye. Mostly 
through a series of re-inven¬ 
tions, and for her latest, the 
lady sings the blues. 

On the line from New 
York, Lauper is bubbly and 
focused on Memphis Blues, 
a collection of classic Stax- 
era tunes given the Lauper 
treatment. Lest you think 
this is a serious changeup 
for the lady, she says it ain’t 
so. 

“My interest in the blues 
goes back to a kid in her 
bedroom singing the songs 
of (’50s R&B shouter) Big 
Mabel, who’s had a place in 
my music ever since. In the 
Nineties I was mixing pop 
with hip hop, which put 
me in a place close to 
where I could think of this 
album again”. 

The genesis of this long- 
coming album is a 1987 
dream starring pianist Os¬ 
car Peterson. 

“For the last 10 years it’s 
been more or less ‘Best Of’ 
albums. I wanted to put out 
something and it seemed 
like good time to get that 
blues album I had in me out 
there”. 

The timing involved here 
is both topical and canny. 
Dropping a blues album 


gives Lauper access to a 
whole new audience and 
the soulful cachet to get on¬ 
to rootsy events like the 
Montreal Jazzfest (July 4). It 


also keeps her social-con- 
sciously relevant. 

“This is the time for a lot 
of blues in America. My 
people are struggling; my 


people are suffering, losing 
their homes. People are 
singing the blues all over 
the place. I wanted some¬ 
thing I could sing to my 
people and the blues is the 
best thing, because at heart 
it’s uplifting.” 

“Uplifting” would be a 
good way to describe the 
dream in which Peterson 
appeared and suggested 
Cyndi should be redoing 
old blues tunes, just like Ja¬ 
ms Joplin did, to bring 
them to a new audience. 

“In the dream I was an 
a—hole, giving Oscar lip 
when I should have been 
singing with the guy. But it 
stuck, and that’s basically 
the motivation behind the 
album, to justify Oscar's 
faith in me. From that I also 
learnt to listen. When 
dreams speak to us we 
should all listen more.” 

The result is Memphis 
Blues, which is set to drop 
on Lauper’s birthday tomor¬ 
row, 12 Stax-style electric 
blues excursions covering 
genre cult fave songwriters 
including Charlie Spand, 
Tracey Nelson and Mem¬ 
phis Slim. Cooking in the 
kitchen with Cyndi, a stel¬ 
lar crew of players includ¬ 
ing Charlie Musselwhite, 
Johnny Lang, Allen Tous- 
saint, BB King and Ann Pee¬ 
bles. 

Intimidating? Hell yeah! 

Says Cyndi: “Among the 
many blessings I had from 
making the album were the 
amazing people I got to 
work with. At times I could 
hear this voice in my head

6 strips turkey bacon,

2 heads Boston lettuce,

1 bunch watercress 

2 avocados 

3 tbsp lemon juice 

2 cups cherry tomatoes 
1 small red onion 

METHOD: 

1. For salad, place lettuce 
leaves in large salad bowl. 
Trim tips of watercress and 
toss with lettuce. Peel and 
halve avocados; discard 


pits. Slice avocados length¬ 
wise, 1 cm thick, and toss 
with lemon juice. Halve 
tomatoes and slice onion 
into thin slivers. Scatter 
avocados, tomatoes and 
red onion on top of salad 
and refrigerate. 

2. Cut chicken lengthwise 
into 2.5 cm wide strips. In 
large skillet, heat oil over 
medium-high heat. Add 
chicken and garlic; stir-fry 
until chicken turns 
opaque, 3 minutes. 

3. Add honey, mustard and 
vinegar; mix well. Add 
turkey bacon and stir-fry 
until bacon is cooked and 
chicken is tender and 
moist, 3 minutes. 

4. Spoon chicken strips, 
bacon and any remaining 
liquid on top of salad. 
Serve with wedges of 
warm, crusty bread.
